extraordinary dreary auspices. Imt it takes more 
than ruin and mud to keep the faithful from the 
|N»piilar little lieaeheomla‘r track. Not less than 
racegoers saw an interesting card, all»eit 
devoid of stake llxtiires, decided ttslay. That sterl- 
ing lacidiorse. Angler, picked up 12t> jiouiids and 
again made goo<l in the mile and a furhcig handi- 
cap. The time. was fast for the ditticult foot- 

ing. Tills was the sixth successive victory »>f this 
skillfully maiiipulate<l Hindoo — Alga four-year old. 
and Ids i‘omiections are now riding the top wave of 
prosi»erity via the motor car route. The remurka- 
hly good price quoted against Odom’s horse by the 
ring was due to the awful plunge on Corrig.in. 

Yesterday Jacajuin ran for “Sweeney.” To<lay he 
was “Hawkins’ horse” and easily acct>unte<l ft»r the 
motley lot opposed to him in the six furlong opening 
raev. Sewell rode the heavily hacked Hitchcock 
tilly Fantastii* very badly in the race fidlowing. Tlie 
hitter feeling was intensitied when the judges ap-

Belle of 
tpiest, i»f which niuc h ^ was expected as a two-year- 
old may yet redeem her early prcMiiise, Judging by 
today’s effort. Itespite unfavorable trai-k «a»nditions, 
she came away when calleil u|k>ii in the last ipiarter 
in the mile ra<*e in sm*h decisive manner as to 
imiitnite that she can hold her own in much lietter 
(‘ompaiiy. The closing race for two-year-olds fur- 
nished the usual upset. Alta Farola, ridden by 
“Micke.x” t'rimiiiins, scored a lucky victory over the 
badly ridden Suada. There was as high as 40 to 
1 laid against t'arey’s filly in K|H>ts.

Of the thirt.v or more who cut in at the 
o|K‘nlng, «mly six have survived and they are in 
idass by themselves. A i»erusal of their taioks would 
make tlie most hardened iKsdriHun priqirietor ttirn 
green with envy. 

Of the two jocke.vs who fell in the last race, 
Walsh sustained a fractured collar lame, while 
Sewell again had a lm*k,v es<*ai>e from serious iujur.v.

Four of the Six Starters Leave the Course and Jim 
Bozeman Has It Easy. 

rinclnnati. O.. August .3.— The steeplechase over 
the short course, which was the spectiu-ular feature 
of a goixl card at Latonia thi.s afternoon, resulted 
in the most dlsap|Kdnting contest of the season and 
came in fur a go«Hl deal of adverse criticism from 
sp4*clntors. An even half dozen fa«*ed the starter 
with Subador the natural favorite on jiast per- 
forniam*es. However, the market qulckl.v liecame 
active on others liesides the logical choii'e. Byrne 
of R«*screa and Jim B«»zemun were most in demand. 
The former was considered a gocxl thing by his 
owner. J. S. Bratton, who came here fnan St. 
I,.ouis to wager heavily on his candidate. Jim Boze- 
an was pimiMlcd down several figures from his high 
price. After a sh(«*t delay at the post occasioned 
by the actions of Jim Bozeman, they were dis- 
patche«l to a fair start with Jim Bozeman' show- 
ing the way and the others closely grouped until 
the third tdistacle was reached. Here a slight dip 
occurs. Jim Btwceinan made the dip sui'cessfully 
and jumped the obstacle in faultless style, but tbe 
idhers with the exc-eption of Ohio King, went around 
the wing. This left the contest a farce. Jim Boze- 
man had little opposition from the liadly ridden 
Ohio King and won as his rider pleased. The others, 
with the ex<*eptlon of Byrne of Rtxjcrea, regaineil 
the course and came home many seconds after the 
first two had crosseil the finish. Subador, proving 
best, se<*ure«l third place. 

A bid crowd surrounded tbe judges* staml after 
the finish and when the official bell was rung, hooted 
and jeered, seemingly lieing under the impression 
that the judges would call it no contest or declare 
liets off. The rider of Byrne of Roscrea acknowleilged 
that he had carrietl the others out, but explained 
that he was unable to keep the horse in the cimrse. 
His statement was accepteil and it was corrolK>rate<l 
by a number of liors^uneii who added that “Bratton 
had not cinded out haig after the last race as a 
result 4»f the big lH*t l»e iMute **0 the horse.’* To 
day’s mishap will probably, cause a change 'to 
made in the steeplechase ^•ourse. 

After YVee Lass’ victory, owner Ylarshall la'came 
involved in an altercation with C. Hclleiibm'.h. 
Marshall complained to the judges that Ilcllenbush 
liad threateiieil to bid up Wee Lass if her owner 
starteil her again in a selling race. The judges will 
investigate the allegeil threat. 

The judges were of a mind to dlsipmlify Alta 
McDonald for interference to dabble and |.iinish 
jiH'key Nieol, but when they questioned dritflth that 
rhler said that he had la*eu mostly to blame for the 
slight bumping that occurred.

If the Kentucky State Racing Commission ratifies 
tlie aition of the track owners, and it prol*al>iy will. 
tl»e question of dates for tlie remainder of llie sea- 
son at I..atouia and Louisville is settled. .Toseph L. 
IthiiUH-k. rei*resenting the Latonia ,b»ckey Clut>. Matt 
J. Winn, representing tlie New I^ioulsvlile J«M*key 
Club, wlilcli controls Cliurchill Downs, and I.ouls .\. 
Celia, the principal owner of the iHaiglas Park trai'k, 
met at the Inqierial Hotel. New York, Thurwlay 
evening and, after a long cmiference, announce«l that 
they have agreed uinm the following arrangement of 
dates, subject to tlie aiiproval of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission: 

The present meeting at Latonia to close on Satur- 
day. Septeml*er 1. 

Douglas Park to open mi Monday. Septemlier 3 
and continue to Saturday, Septemlier I."*. 

The Kentucky State Fair to open at Churcliill 
Downs Monday, Septemlier 17 and continue until 
Saturday, Septemlier 22. There will lie some run- 
ning races for small purses during the fair. 

Douglas Park to oiien Monday, S<*ptemlier 24 and 
continue to Saturday, Septemlier 211. 

Churchill Ihiw'ns to oimmi Mmiday, Octolier 1 and 
continue to Saturday, Octolier 20. 

I.,atonia to o|ien on Monday, October 22 and con- 
tinue to Saturday. Novemlier 17. 

This arrangement will add eigliteen days to the 
present meeting at Ijatonia, wkich was sclietiuled to 
close August 11. It will give Douglas Park and 
Churchill IViwns eighteen day* each and will give 
Latonia twenty-four days for Us fall meeting. 

Betw**en the closing of the fall metding at La- 
tonia and tlie oiiening of the winter racing st>ason 
in New Orleans, which will be at the Creswiit City 
Jm*key Club’s track on Novemler 24, there are five 
days. It is not improbable tha; these dates will lie 
occupied by Ijexington. Se«*ret»ry W. Scott has 
said that the Kentucky Raciii{ Association would 
give a fall meeting of five or sir days if a suitable 
schedule could be arranged.
